/ At 8:30 a.m. on 9/29/64, Mr. JIM LEHR**Political 
Reporter, "Dallas Times Herald," telephohically contacted* 

ASAC CLARK and advised that on instructions of his superiors 
he had prepared a news release to be printed in either the 
first or second edition on 9/29/64. ' He stated this release 
was concerning his contact with former Special Agent MILTO N 
KAACK'and inquiry of Mr. KAACK as to whether his invest igaTlon 
Of the OSWALD matter had resulted in administrative action by 
the Bureau and his transfer to the Springfield Division. He 
stated Mr. KAACK replied that he had no comment. In addition, 

Mr. LEHR advised that this story would also contain Information 
that administrative action had been taken In the Dallas Office ' 
resulting in the demotion of Supervisor KENNETH C, HOWE to that 
of a Special Agent. — 

Mr. LEHR was asked as to the source of his information- 
in this story and he stated that it had been common knowledge 
for some time in the newspaper field:; however, they had not run 
the story, awaiting release of the Commission's report. He 
would not furnish any information as to the source of his story. 



Mr. LEHR was advised that the Dallas Office would have 
no comment concerning this story. 



At 8:50 a.m., this date, Assistant Director WILLIAM 
SULLIVAN was adivsed of the above, and he stated no further 
action should be taken concerning this story. 
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At lOt 55 a.m., 9/29/64, Inspector WICK of BOG 
made reference to above newspaper release and stated he 
wished to reiterate Bureau instructions that absolutely to 
comment should be made to -any member of the press or any 
individual, close friend, or otherwise concerning Bureau'* 
administrative action in this case. ' 
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
